THE IRISH CRISIS. 


Parnell’s Manifesto and Its Ef- 
fect Upon the Home 
Rule Cause. 


Gladstone’s Reply to the Strict- 
ures Upon Him Contained 
in the Document. 


— 


Opinions of English Liberals and Com- 
ments of thé Londen and 
Dublin Press. 


Parnell’s Fellowers Awaiting the Action of 
the American Contingent—Upon Their 
Suggestions Will Depend the Result of 
Monday’s Meeting—Davitt te Issue 
Counter Appeal te the Irish People—T. 
F. O’Cenzor’s Opinion ef His Leader 
The Value of au Alliance With the Tories 
—Hoew the Party Stands en the Question 
efthe Leadership—Dr. Logan and Chaun- 
cey M. Depew onthe Irish Situation. 


Lorpon, Noy. 29.—The manifesto issued by 
Mr. Parrzell will effect no change in the posi- 
tion of his supporters and opponents among 
the Irish members of Parilament, but it will 
give the poll to be taken at the meeting of 
Nationalists to be held Monday a fina! and de- 
cisive character. The manifesto sifts the 
scene of the cenflict from Westminster te Ire- 
land. After Monday county conventions will 
be held in Ireland to ascertain the sentiment 
of the Irish people. The manifesto has 
given rise to much comment, both for and 
agalnst the Irish leader’s attitude. 
Dav i ie proposing a counter appeal while 
Sexton, Healy and others are trying to organ- 
ize a movement looking to an alllance with 
Gladstone. It is as yet impossible to foreteil 
the outcome of the present crisis in Irish af- 
fairs. In the meantime ail eyes are turned 
toward the elles in the United States, for 
upon their action the course of Monday’s 
meeting here will largely depend. The Par- 
nell document, a brief synopsis of which was 
cabled yesterday, is as follows: 

THE MANIFESTO. 


To the Irish Peopie: 

The integrity and independence of a sec- 
tion of the Irish Parliamentary party having 
been apparently sapped and destroyed by the 
wire-pullers of the Liberal party it has vo- 
come necessary for me, a8 leader of the Irish 
party, to take counsel with you and, having 
given'you the knowledge which is in my pos- 
session, to ask your judgment upon a matter 
which now solely devolves upon vou to de- 
cide. The letter from “er. Gladstone to Mr. 
Morley, written for the purpose of influencing 
the decision of the Irish party in the 
choice. of their leader and claim- 
ing for the Liberals and their 
leaders the rigtt of veto upon the choice is 
the immediate cause of this address, the pur- 
pose of which is to remind you and your par- 
liamentary representatives that Ireland 
considers the indepeadence of her party as 
her only safeguard within the Constitution, 
and above and beyond al! other considera- 
tlons whatever. The threat in that letter, 
repeated so insolently in many English 
platforms and in numerous British news- 
papers, that uniess Ireland concedes the 
right of veto to Kugland she will indefinitely 
postpone her chance of obtaining home rule, 
compels me, while not fora moment admit 
ting the slightest possibility of sucha lose, 
to put before you inforraation, which until 
now, 80 far as my colleagues are concerned, 
has been solely in my possession, aud which 
will enable you to understand the measure of 
loss with whieh yeu are threatened, unless 
you consent to throw me to the English 
wolves now bowling for my destruction. lo 
November of last year, in response toa re- 
peated and long-standing request 1 vis- 
ited Mr. Gladstone at Hawarden, 
and received the detaiis of the in- 
tended proposal of himselfand his colleagues 
ofthe late Liberal Cabinet with regard to 
homerulein theevent of the next general 
election favoring the Liberal party. It is un- 
necessary for me to do more at present than 
to direct you to certain points of these details, 
which will be generally recogn ized as embrac- 
ing elements vital fer your information and 
the formation of your judgment. 

THE POINTS AT ISSUE. 
These vital points of difficulty may be suit- 
abiy arranged and considered under the fol- 
lowing heads: 
1. The retention of Irish members in the Im- 
perial Parliament. 
2. The settlement ef the land er agrarian 
difficulty in Ireland. 
8. The control of the Irish constabulary. 
4. The appointments of the judiciary, in- 
cluding Judges of the Supreme Court, County 
Court vudges and resident mazistrates. 

Uvpor the subject of the retention of Irish 
members in Parliament Mr. Gladstone told 
me that the opinion—and the unanimous 
opinion—of his colleagues and himself. re- 
centiy arrived at after most mature consid- 
sideration of alternative proposals, was that 
in order to conciliate English pudbllo opinion 
it would be necessary to reduce Irish repre- 
sentation from 103 to 82. 

Upon the settlement of the land question it 
was held thatthis was one of the questions 
which must be regarded as questions reserved 
from the control of the Irish Legisiature, but 
at the same time Mr. Gladstone intimated 
that, whilehe would renew his attempt to 
settle the matter oy imperial jegisiation on 
the lines of the land purchase bill of 1886, he 
would not undertake to put any pressure 
upon his own side, or insist Spee their adopt- 
ing his views—in other and sherter words, 
that the Irish Legislature was not to be 
given the power of solving the agrarian dim 
culty. 

With regard to the control of the Irish con- 
stabulary, it was stated by Mr. Gladstone that 


Jin view of the necessity of conciliating En- 


glish public opinion he and his colleagues felt 
that it would be necessary to leave this force 
to the appolntment of its officers, under con- 
trol of the imperial authority for an indefinite 
period, while funds for its maintenance, pay- 
ment and equinpmesrt would be compulsorily 
provided out of the Irish revenues. 

A peried of ten ortweive years was suc- 
gested asthe limit of the time during which 
the appointment of judges and resident mag- 
istrates should be retained in the hands of the 
imperial authority. : 

I bave nowgivet a short account of what 
I gathered of Mr. Giadstone’s views anc 
those of his colle eduring the two hours’ 
conversation at Harwarden, a conversation 
which lam bound to admit was mainly mo- 
nopolized by Mr. Gladstone, and I will pass to 
my own expression of opinion upen these 
communications, which represent my views

ARNELL 
And firstiy, with regard tothe retention of 
* mem „ the position which I have 
always adopted, and which 1 then represent- 
ed, is that with the concession of full powers 
to an Irish legisiature equivalent to those en- 
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with regard to constabul control and ju- 
icfal appointments, but I strongly dissented 
om the proposed reduction of the 
nuinber of members during the interval of 
probation, and I pointed to the absence of 
any suitable prospect of land settlement by 
either Parliament as a constitutional and 
overwhelming drag upom the prospects of 
pormanent peace and prosperity in Ireland. 
At the conclusion of the interview I was ia- 
formed that Mr. Gladstone aud all his col- 
leagues were entirely agreed that pending a 
general election silence should be absolutely 
preserved with regard to any potnt of differ- 
ence of the question ot retention of the 
Irish members. I have <dwe at 
some length upon the subjects, 
but not, I think, disproportionately 
to the importance. Let me say in addition 
that if and when full wers are conceded to 
Ireland over her own domestic affairs, the in- 
tegrity, number and independence of the 
Irish party will be a matter of no importance, 
but until this idea is reached it is your duty 
and mine to hold fast to ey safe . if 
need not say that the question, the vital and 
important question, of the retention of the 
Irish members on one hand and indefinite 
delay in granting full powers to an Irish Legis- 
lature on the other, gave me great concern. 
The absence of any provision for the settle- 
ment of the agrarian question—of any — 
icy on the part of the Liberal leaders—lled 
me with concern and apprehension, On the 
introduction of the land purchase Dill by the 
Government at the commencement of the last 
session, Mr. Morley communicated with me 
as to the course to be adopted. Having re- 
gard to the avowed absence of any policy on 
the part of the Liberal leaders and pa 
regurd to the matter of the land , 
strongly advised Mr. Morley against any 
direct chalienge of the principie of State- 
aided land „ gy and — that 
the fears and harm of the English tax- 
payers to State ald by the hbypothecation of 
grants for local purposes in Ireland as a 
counter guarantees had been assuaged, that 
the hopeless struggle againat the principle of 
the measure should not be maintained, and 
that we should directour sole efforts on the 
second reading of the Dill to the assertion of 
the principle of local control. In this, I am 
bound to say, Mr. Morley entirely agreed with 
me, Dut he was atthe same time much ham- 
pered, and expressed his sense of his posi- 
tion in that direction by the attitude of the 
extreme section of his party, led by Mr. 
Labouchere, and ina subsequent iaterview 
he impressed upon me the nec- 
cess ity of meeting the second read- 
ius of the bill with a direct negative 
and asked me to undertake the motion. 1 
agreed to this, but only on Condition that 1 
was not to attack the principle in the meas- 
ure, but toconfine myself to criticism of its 
details. Itaink this was faise strategy, but it 
was the stratezy adopted out of regard to En- 
gis prejudices and radical peculiarties. I 

id the best possible under the circumstances, 
and the several days” debate on the second 
reading contrasts favorably with Mr. Labou- 
chere’s recent abortive attempt te intersperse 
a direct negative to the first reading of a slm! 
lar bill yesterday. 

Time went on, the Government allowed 
their attention to be distracted from the ques- 
tion of land purchase by a bill compensating 
English publicans and the arian difficulty 
in Ireland was again relega to the future of 
another session. 

THE MORLEY INTERVIEW. 

Just before the commencement of this ses- 
sion I was again favored with another inter- 
view with Mr. Morley. I Impressed upon him 
the policy ofan oblique method of procedure 
with reference to land purchase and the ne- 
cessity and importance of providingfor the 
question of local control and of limitation in 
the application of funds. He agreed with me, 
and I offered to move on the firat reading of 
the bill, an amendment in favor of this local 
control, advising that if this were rejected it 
might be left to the radicals om the second 
reading to oppose the prineiple of 
the measare. This appeared to be a proper 
course, andl left Mr. Morley under the im- 
— — that this would fall to my duty, but 
n addition he made me a remarkable pro- 
posal. Referring to the probable approaching 
victory of the Liberal party at the polis, he 
suggested some considerations as to the fu- 
ture of the Irish party, and he asked me 
whother I would be willing to assume the of- 
fice of Chief Secretary for Ireland or whether 
I would allow another member of my party to 
take the pesition. He also put before me the 
desirability of filling one of the law offices 
of the Crown in Ireland by a legal member 
of my party. I told him, amazed as 


I was at the proposal, that I could not agree 


to forte it in any way the independence ef the 
party or any of its members; that the Irish 
people had trusted me inthis movement be- 
cause they believed that the declaration I had 
made to them at Cork In 1880 was a true one 
and represented my conviction, and that I 
would on no account departfrom it. Icon- 
sidered that after the declaration we had re- 
peatedly made, the proposal of Mr. Morley 
that we would allow ourselves to be absorbed 
into English politics was one based upon an 
entire misconception of our position with re- 
gard to our Irish constituenctes and of the 
pledges we bad given. 

In conclusion he directed my attention to 
the plan of campaign estates. He said that 
it would be impossible for the Liberal party 
when it attained power to do anything for 
these evicted tenants by direct action, and 
that it would also be impossible for the Irish 
Parliament under the powers contferred to do 
anything for them, and flinging up bis hands 
with a gesture of despair, he exclaimed: 
„Having been in Tipperary I do not know 
what to propose in regard to the’matter.’’ 

I told him this question was a limited one; 
that 1 did not see that he need allow himself 
to be hampered by its future consideration ; 
that funds would be avaliable from America 
and elsewhere for the support of those ten- 
ants as long as might be necessary; that of 
course I understood that it was a difficulty, 
but that it was a limited oneand should not be 
allowed to interfere with the general interests 
of the country. 

WILL STAND BY THE EVICTED TENANTS. 

Iallude to this matter only because within 
the last few days a strong argument in many 
minds for my expulsion has been that unless 
the Liberals come into power at the next 
general election the plan of campaign tenants 
will suffer. As I have shown, the Liberals 
propose to do nething for the plan of cam- 
paign tenants by direct action when they 
come into power, but lam entitled to ask that 
the experience of these tenants, whum I have 
supported in every Way in the past, and 
whom 1 shall continue to support in the 
future, shall not comstitute a reason for my 
expulsion from Irish politicos. I have re- 
peatedly pledged myself to stand by these 
evicted tenants, and they shall not allowed 
to suffer, and I believe that tne Irish ple 
— the world will support me in this 
policy. 

Sixteen years ago I concelved the idea of an 
Irish parliamentary party, independent of ali 
English parties. Ten vears ago I was elected 
leader of tbe Independent Irish Parliamentary 
party. During these ten years this party has 
remained independent, and because of ite in 
dependence it bas forced upon the English 

eopie the necessity of granting home rule to 

reland. I beliewe that the party will obtain 
home rule only provided that it remains inde- 

endent of any English. party. I de not 
Delleve that amy action of the Irish 
people in sup n me will on- 
danger the home cause or post- 
pone the establishment of an h Pariia- 
ment. Buteventhe danger with w 
are threatened hy the Liberal parsy 
were to be realized, I believe that the 
people throughout the world would a 
with me that the postponement | 
preferable to a comprom of our national 
rights by the acceptance of a measure which 
would not realize the aspirations of our race.

Gladstone's Reply. 

LONDON, Nov. .- Mr. Gladstone's reply to 
the strictnres upon bim comprised in Mr. 
Parnell’s manifesto to the Irish people is 
made public. In it Mr. Gladstone says that 
he will not apply a single epithet to Mr. Par- 
neli—he not being that genatieman’s judge. 
He thinks that it was conclusively demon- 
strated lo connection with the matter of the 
Pigott commission that he was not disposed 
to be a party to any injustice toward the 
Irish leader. 5 fe Femi 

Referring to Mr. Farnell recita of events 
alleged to have transpired at Hewarden in 
November, 1889, Mr. Giadstone that

4. The appointment of the judiciary, molud - 
img judges of the Supreme Court, County 
Court judges and resident magistrates. 

‘No single suggestion whatever was, 

Gladstone says, offered by him either formal 
ly or finally. What Mr. Gladstone had 
dene at the conferetice in  ques- 
tion was to maké a statement, witheut 
prejudice, of those points whereon he, to- 
together. with such of his colleagues as he had 
beod able to consult, was inclined to believe 
home rule scheme of 1886 ceuld be improved 
and strengthened. To none ot these sugges- 
tions, says Mr. Gladstene, did Mr. Parneil 
raise any serious ebjections. 
Mr. Gladstene then explicitly denies that he 
made any such statement as to the policy of 
the Liberal party with regard to home rule ia 
the event of the next general election favor- 
ing the Liberals, as is attributed to him by 
Mr. Farnell. Nor was anything substantially 
resembling such a statement made, either as 
it regarded the retention of Irish members 
in the Imperial Parliament; the  set- 
tlement of land or agrar las difficulties, the 
control of the censtabulary or the appoiat- 
ment of the judiciary. 

Mr. Gladstene tnem declares that the con- 
versation at Hawarden was mutually under- 
stood to be of an absolutely confidential 
nature, and says that the publication by Mr. 
Parnell of even a true recital of what had 
taken place at that 
stituted a violation of confiacence. Every 
suggestion which had been made by him 
at that time, Mr. Gladstone states, was 
made from written memoranda—memoranda 
which was available fer purpeses of correbo- 
ration. Neither party to the conferenca was 
bound to the absolute acceptance of any pro- 
posal there suggested. It was also true that 
Mr. Parnell had never intimated that his ideas 
had undergone any alteration concerning the 
matters discussed at the Hawarden meeting. 

Mr. Gladstone, referring to his position with 
regard to the autonomy ef the National party 
In Ireland, says that he has always and ande- 
viatingly maintained that that party ought te 
be entirely independent of the British Liber- 
als. Ferhim to oppose any measures con- 
nected with the interest ef the country, ex- 
cept such as Ireland could approve of on lines 
already laid down, would bean act of fatuity 
as regarding himself and one of treachery to 
the Irish people, in whom, even by the side 
of Mr. Parnell, he claims to take an interest.

make this appeal to the people of Ireland be- 
fore.

Mr. Parnell did not as a matter of fact agree 
te those proposals.

The reports apparently con¥inced 
Gen. Brooke that a movement was 
necessary. No ofiicial information as to the 
Intentions of the authorities could be ob- 
tained, as all four troops of the Ninth Cavalry 
are instructed not to allow any of their men 
to leave camp.

Suddenly he was awak- 
ened by a strange voice which asked him if he 
would like to have the braves return to earth.

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A NIGHT OF FIRES. 


THE CHICAGO DEPARIM‘NT AT WORK 
FROM SUNDOWN TO DAYBREAK. 


Eleven Different Alarms Sounded—Trouble 
With the Wires—The Gas Trust—The Ke. 
sult of a Jeke—Closed by the Sheriff— 
News ef Interest From Various Points ia 
Iilrpols. 


CHICAGO, III., Nov. 29.—Every piece of fire 
apparatus in the Chicago Fire Department 
moved lastnight. From sundown until the 
break ofday men, animals and machinery 
was active. 
dropped his lantern into a tank of naphtha at 
Shufeldt’s distillery until the residents of the 
Ogaden Flats fled in terror from their beds at 
the ery of ‘‘fire,’’ blazes innumerable de- 
manded the attention of the department. The 
eleven alarms, three of which were ‘‘two- 
elevens,’’ necessitated an almost constant 
change of stations by the different companies 
and at 6o’clock this morning every engine, 
truck and tower were quartered at houses long 
distances from thelr permanent posts. The long 
runs made necessary by the continual change 
of quarters told severely on men, borses and 
apparatus. In one instance two of the com 
panies responding traveled a distance of four 
miles, this ruh being mecessary owing to a 
change of stations when the second alarm 
from a stock yarde was turned in. During 
this run several horses almost dropped from 
exhaustion, and the Ales of one engine be- 
came so heated from the constant service that 
a halt was necessary before reaching the 
blaze in order thet water might be poured on 
the axie to coolitand permit the wheels to 
revolve. 

Added to this the fre alarm wires became 
crossed and tangled with those of the tele- 
graph and telephone companies cut by the 
firemen. The result of this was to render 
useless the gongs and bells in the public sta- 
tions and newspaper offices. The great gong 
in the City Hall got out of order at midgight 
end refused to record an alarm. In the news- 
paper 6ffices the bells, the connecting wires 
of which were crossed with telephone lines, 
rang almost incessantly. Hardly was one fire 
out than another struck in. Firemen un- 
hitched their horses and hitched them up 
again in the same moment. Reperters re- 
turned to their respective offices, wrote an 


account Of onc blaze and burried away to an- 
other. Cable cars, unable to more vuwing to 
the lines of hose that crossed the tracks in 
every direction, biocked the down-town 
streets all night, andthe first day cars bad 
delivered their passengers in the business 
center long before the ones which should 
have been housed in the barnes at midnight 
began the trip homeward 

At the Shufecidt distillery early in the even- 
Ing John Wendt, an employe, let down bis 
lantern into a tank of naphtha and an explo- 
sion followed which shook the buildings in 
the vicinity. The man himself was horribly 
mangled and lies dying at a hospital. 

Two hours later a fire at Canal and Madison 
streets, ina very inflammabie district, de- 
stroyed $15,000 worth of property and re- 
sulted in the manglingofaman and womara 
by a fire engine on its way to the e. 

Anincendiary fire in some barns in the 
stock yards district, near the packing houses, 
was then reported, the loss, however, proving 
light. 

Next a fire in as factory on Kinzie street, near 
Clark, did $20,000 damage. 

Then there was a wild cry from the vicinity 
of State and Ontario streets. A woman ran 
screaming down the street ciad only in her 
nightclothes. The house at 283 Ontarie street 
was burning and a dozen lives were in peril. 
The engines were slow in responding, being 
widely scattered, but the police rushed into 
the burning building and aroused the sleeping 
lu mates, or dragged out those who were over- 
come with the smoke. 

After two or three false alarms from distant 
points the Ogden flats at Ogden and Warren 
avenues were found to be on fire. <A score of 
families were being driven into the street 
half naked. A colored cook lu her room on 
the ton floor had set the building on fire and 
the flames were spreading rapidly when the 
department arrived and draxged the occu- 
pants from their beds. The flames were soon 
under control, 


The Outcome of a Joke. 


SPRINGFIELD, III., Nov. 29.—A practical joke 
perpetrated by several prominent citizens 
several months ago has culminated in the 
Cireult Court in a judgment for damages for 


the victim. Henry W. Bartmess, a farmer, 
several months ago was seized with an ambi- 
tion to be put on the Springfield police force. 
A friend, who was a Deputy Sheriff in Spring- 
field, promised to use his influence. Some 
time later Bartmess was summoned to be ex- 
amined ae he supposed by the authorities. A 
Deputy Sheriff personated the Mayor and 
some other citizens fond ofa joke rerre- 
sented the Police Board. Bartmess was 
made to strip and put through a tedious ex- 
amination and then compelled to jump back 
and furth over a plle of chairs for an hour.

THE NATIONAL CAPITAL. 


THE POWER OF CONGRESS TO CONTROL 
ALL FEDERAL ELECTIONS 


Representative Taylor’s Views on the Evils 
of Gerrymandering— Postmaster. General 
Wanamaker’s Report—Pian for Postal 
Savings Banks—Lotteries and the Malle 
The Telegraph as a Letter Carrier— 
Washington Nows. 8 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 9. - Congress man J. D. 
Taylor of Ohio, who is a member of the House 
Committee on the Eleventh Census, says that 
he believes Congress has the power to add a 
clause to the apportionment bill to prevent 
gerrymandering of election districts by State 
Legislatures. 

**] believe that Congress has full control 
over the States in the matter of Federal elec- 
tions, said Mr. Taylor, and as we already 
have a law that says districts shall be 
contigious and shall be compact, we certainly 
can provide that a district shall be square for 
instance, or that such district shall not have 
more than 3,000 or 4,000 majority either way. 
These shoestring districts by which one man 
is sent to Congress with 12,000 or 14,000 major- 
ity, im order thatin another district a man 
may be chosen by aselect fewisa disgrace, 
and I believé Congress can prevent it. 


The Postmaster-General’s Report. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 2.—The Post- 
master-General’s annual report shows that 
$200,000 was saved the government on the last 
contract made for postal cards, $400,000 on the 


contract for stamped envelopes, $200,000 on 
lettings of contracts for carrying the mails, 
the routes, however, having been extended 
nearly 2,000,000 miles. The gross revenue of 
the department is nearly $5,000,000 larger than 
last year, and nearly 6,000 new Post-offices 
have been established. The letter carrier 
system has been introduced into filty towns 
and over 5,000 miles of railway postal service 
has been added. The star route mileage has 
increased over 5,000,000 miles and the railroad 
mileage over 11,000,000. 

During the last two years 14,072 postmasters 
were removed and 26, 70 appointed. The 
number of post-offices June 30, was 62,401. The 
total eg ot of the department for the year 
were $60,858,783; the expenditures, $66,645,083, 
the deficiency being $5, 787, 300. 

He recommends postal telegraphy in the 
following words: ‘‘The conviction steadily 
grows upon me that the Post- office should do 
more than employ fast mails and stage 
coaches, and that the electric wires should 
carry letters, so that the poses who pay in 
postage rates the costof the system havea 
right to the use of the postal plants asa 
means of reducing the cost of telegraphic 
correspondence and for the instant trans mis 
sion of postal money orders. The postal 
service has proved itself able te manage suc- 
cessfully the telegraph business in connec- 
tion with the postal system and asa part of 
tt. In one form or another the public im- 
peratively demands cheaper telegraphy, and 
the Post Office Department can supply it at 
less cost tian any corporation—uniess the 
latter has rent, light and fuel free, and oar- 
riers and clerks without pay. 

Under the head ‘‘A New Plan for Postal 
Savings Banks,’’ the report says: 

‘*I recommend that the Poast-office Depart- 
ment be authorized to establish postal sav- 
ings banks under regulations formulated by 
the Postmaster-General, thatthe said banks 
be located as follows: (1) In States having no 
laws reguidting savings banks; (2) in any 
other States upon the petition of a consider- 
ebie number of resiaents of any one locality; . 
and (8) not more numerously than one post- 
office for every ten miles of: area; that 


fixed by the Secretary of the Treasury at the 
beginning of each year, and be one-balf of 
2 cent less than the average rate paid 
epositors by private banks; that all pos 
savings received within a State shall be pla 
on deposit with the national banks of t 
State, on application, in such amounts an 
such interest as the Secretary of the Treas 
shall prescribe, and that all sucn, de 
shall be declared by special enactment pre- 
ferred claims against the banks holding 
them.’’ 

On the question of lotteries and the malls, 
the report says: The new act of Congress 
conceining lotteries accords with the recom- 
mendations of my last annual report. 7 
lottery companies cannot but see that there is 
tobe no trifling or evasions in dealing with 
them. The press has aided the department 
by its very general approval, and the publie 
at large bas seconded its efforts to make the 
law effective.’’

Adants and the Stock Yarda. 


A telegram from New York states that Jay 
Gould, im an interview with a New Lors 
Tribune reporter, charged ex- President Adams 
of the Union Pacific with Improperly tavoring 
the Kansas City stock yards, says the Kansas 


City Star. According to Mr. Gould the Kansas 
City stock yards are practicaliy owned and 
entirely controlled by Mr. Adams, and the 
Union Pacific has been carrying live stock for 
the stock yarde at a rate that left no profit 
for the road, while the stock yards are making 
fabulous rofits. The interview states that 
Mr. Gould expects the Union Pacific to enter 
into an arrangement with the Chicago, Bur- 
lingten & Quincy and the Rock Island te se- 
cure better returns from the business, 

Mr. Gould seems to have been criticising 
Mr. Adams without a knowledge of the facts 
inthe case. Adams is a stockholder in the 
Kansas City Stock Yards Co., but he by no 
means controls the cempany, and gccording 
to the officers of the company it has never re- 
ceived any special favors at the hands of the 
Union Pacific roed. 

President C. F. Merse of the stock yards 
company, in speakiag of the matter this 
morning said: 

Mr. Adams does not control the Kansas 
City stock yards. He is a stockholder in the 
company, but he owns only a comparatively 
small interest in the property. The cattie 
rates eof the Union Pacific have never been any 
more favorable to —— City than those of 
other roads. All of the roads running into 
Kansas City have made rates which would 
secure the business, and it has never been 
necessary for the Union Pacific to make any 
concession, as Kansas City is the eastern 
terminus of ite Kansas division, and 
the only live stock market which 
It reaches. We have never hadany business 
with the main line of the Union Pacific, as 
the stock from that part of the road goes to 
Omaha and Chicago. Tue Union Pacific 
management bas never aided the stock yards 
in making large profite atthe expense of the 
road inany way shape or manner, 

do not expect any changes in the rates on 
cattic unless there are general changes in the 
rates on all business. The relations of the 
stock yards with all the rallroads centering 
in Kausas City are most frieadily and have 
been so for many years.’’

He Replies toe the Statements Made in the 
Latest Onsiaught ef the Lottery * 
in the Crescent City— Kev. Thomas 
shall Honered—To-Merrow's services— 
Religious Matters. 


Rev. Dr. Carradine, pastor of Centenary M. 
E. Church, South, said this morning concern- 
ing the attack made on him recentiy by the 
New Orleans Jiem that his old congregation 
and other friends in the Crescent Oilty 
knew that the statements were not 
cerrect. ‘‘The article,’’ he said, ‘‘states that I 
issued a catch penny pamphlet attacking the 
Louisiana State lottery. The fact of the 
matter is, 1 delivered a sermon and 
a public address on the lottery evil 
some time before the pamplet appeared. The 
crusade I inaugurated met with widspreed 
approval and brought letters from twenty- 
seven States and twofrom abroad encourag- 
ing me and fully indorsing the stand I had 
taken. The pamphlet which was issued later 
contained 100 pages and was Illustrated. 
It gave every fact and figure 
I could gather bearing on the 


lottery evil. There was no desire oa my part 
to attack the men interested in the lottery or 
the newspapers that upheid it, my sole pur- 
pose being to strike at the evil iteeif. The 
fact of the matter is I never met the editor of 
the Item. The statement that the people of 
my church were not unhappy at my going is 
absurd. 
THE STATEMENT DENIED. 

Dr. Carradine then alluded to the immense 
crowd that filled his church the night he 
preached his farewell sermon, though the 
weatber that evening could hardly have been 
worse. He likewise referred to the furlough 
and purse given him by his cengregation 
to make a trip Palestine, 
some six months before he severed 
his connection with the New Orleans church 
to come te this city, and other instances to 
show that he stood in the highest estimation 
of the members ef hischurch. Continuing, 
he sald: ‘‘I have no reason whatever 
to regret the fact that I have been largely 
instrumental in brisging about the war 
on the lottery, as I have always considered it 
an eviland a menace. The editor of the pa- 
per which made this attack on me was, I buve 
no doubt, actuated by tue lottery grudze. 
Understand, 1don't charge that it was insti- 
gated by the lottery. company itselt. 

Dr. Carradine’s friends say that the occasion 
of his farewell sermon in New Or- 
leans was «a most touching affair, 
but they are surprised that the New 
Orleans papers would make the assertion 
that the people of the church were pleased to 
see him depart. They attribute this to the 
vigorous part taken in the anti-lottery war by 
Dr. Carradine.

“NO DUMPING HERF.” 

The Indianapolis Sentinel thinks the In- 
dian troubles.in Dakota and Montana 
would not have occurred if Congress had 
passed Horman’s bill providing for the 
forcible removal of all the Indian tribes 
to the Indian Territory. Doubtless there 
would be no Indian troubles in Dakota 
and Montana if there were no Indians 
there. Such troubles have a way of oc- 
curring only where the Indians are, and 
the Indian Territory would have been the 
scene of all subsequent Indian outbreaks 
if the Holman scheme had been carried 
out. 

It was not carried out, because Kansas, 
Missouri, Arkansas, Texas and Colorado 
protested against the scheme as an out- 
rageous menace to their peace and prog- 
ress, anda large majority of Congress- 
men representing other States recognized 
the justice of the protest. The Northern 
Cheyennes had just illustrated the prob- 
able working of the scheme by fighting 
their way back to thgjr old Northern 
haunts from the [Indian Territory, leav- 
ing a broad trail of massacre behind 
them in Western Kansas, and instead of 
HOLMAN’s bill Congress passed an act 
forbidding the removal of any more In- 
dians to the Indian Territory. 

Congress has the same right to solve 
the negro problem by removing all or 
half the negroes to the North that it has 
to solve the Indian problem by making 
“the Southwest a corral for all the savages 
of the continent. The people of the 
threatened section would nomore tolerate 
such an addition to their burdens, such an 
incubus upon the development and 
civilization of their section, than they 
would consent that all the snakes, wolves, 
dangerous criminals and such like pests 
of other sections should be gathered up 
and turned loose upon them. 

Doubtless the Dakota people would be 
pleased to have their Indians and their 
blizzards exiled to some locality nearer 
the Gulf, and the people down there would 
gladly have their yellow fever removed to 
a more Northern latitude, but as there 
can be no fair exchange, Congress should 
not ask either section to pick up the 
other’s burdens in addition to its own.

Tue great tidal wave“ of 1874, to 
which political writers have been refer- 
ring for the last sixteen years, has been 


| thrown into the shade by the greater tidal 


wave of 1890. The latter reduces the num- 
ber of Republicans in the Fifty-second 
Congress to 87, which is 21 less than were 
elected in 1874. Only 168 Democrats were 
elected in 1874, but 240 Democrats and 5 
Farmers’ Alliance men are elected in 1890, 
The largest number of Democrats elected 
to any previous Congress was 182 in 1884. 
And there never were so few Republicans 
elected before. Even in 1874 they elected 
108. The North elected 92 of them then 
and elected 152 Republicans and only 57 
Democrats in 1888. But in 1890 there are 
113 Democrats and only 83 Republicans 
elected outside of the old slave States. If 
such a warning as this cannot bend the 
rebuked leaders from the policy which 
has been so emphatically condemned, 
they must be the most ‘‘pig-headed’’ 
Bourbons that ever figured in American

Dr. Desfontaines, chief of 
the medical staff of the coal and iron mines at 
Crensot, Wherein many are lamps of high 
power often need to be grouped for a special 
purpose, states that marked effects have fol- 
lowed therefrom, especiaily in the case of 
persons who are most susceptibie to elec- 
tricity. The faces, necks and hands of the 
patients begin to itch, and grow briek - rea; 
their sightis effected, and everything takes 
on a saffron hue to them; the lachrymose 
lande are stimulated so that tears roll down 
the cheeks, and there are headache, fever 
and peeling od ot the reddened skin. These 
effects are not due te heat, but are attributed 
by Dr. Desfontaines to the chemical action of 
the light, which he considers deleterious beth 
to the eye and to brain matter.

A GREAT STRUCTURE. 


: 


THE NEW UNION pePoT TO BE THE 
LARGEST IN THE WORLD. 


It Will Have a Frontage of 480 Feet, and 
Thirty-Beur Tracks Will Raa Into It— 
General Massager Taussig Furnishes 
Seme Interesting Detatls—The Ner- 
chants’: Terminal Feeple Pleased With 
the Location, 


The Post-DisPatcn’s big Union Depot 
scoop yesterday was the talk of St. Louis, as 
nearly every newspaper reader in the city and 
a great many out of it feel a personal interest 
in the subject ofa new Union Depot. A site 
has at last been selected, the outlines or gen- 
eral features of the depot definitely settied 
and it the eity grants the right of way asked 
for, the depot will surely be Dullt, or at least 
so says Dr. William Taussig, the president of 
the Terminal Rallroad Association. The doc- 
tor was in excellent humor when visited by a 
PoOST- DISPATCH reporter this morning and 
talked more freely on the subject nearest his 
heart than he had ever done before—et least 
to this particular visitor. ‘‘Yes, the matter 
is settled at last, said the doctor, and it 
only remains for the city to grant us the right 
of way. That done St. Louls will, inside of 
two years, have the largest and finest depot 
in the whole world. The building will front 
480 feet on Market street and extend nearly 
1,200 feet south, or almost to Poplar street. 
The Market street front may not seem so very 
large to yeu, but 480 feet is nearly twice the 
distance of a building like, say the Planters’ 
House, between Pine and Chestnut streets. 

THE MARKET STREET FRONT. 

The main entrance will be on Market, ex- 
tending from Eighteenth to Twentieth streets. 
This portion of the depot will ve a handsome 
building four or five stories high aud extend- 
ing back 100 feet, or to within 50 feet of the 
tracks, and the tracks themselves—thirty-four 
in number—will be all under one mammoth 
Klass roof, consisting of four or five arches, 
but Ican’t give you the details of that, be- 
cause I don’t know them myself. The plans 
of the building are stillto be drawn. The in- 
tention isto invite the architects to submit 


plans in detail from the general outlines we 
will furnish, and we can’t say wet whether 
the walls of the building will ve of stone or 
brick. Thecost ofthe entire building, how- 
ever, will be about 32, 000, 000. 

Ihe main exit will be ou Clark avenue, 
extending 850 feet, or from Market street 
nearly to the Eighteenth street bridge. Pas- 
sengers arriving on through trains will leave 
the depot here and on this side win be the 
stands for cabs, Carriages and Dusses and all 
conveniences for arriving passengers. The 
Market street front will be devoted entirely 
to departing passengers, and here will be the 
main waiting-rooms, restaurants, ticket 
offices, etc. 

SUBURBAN TRAINS 

The exit for passengers arriving on sub- 
urban trains will be on the corner of Walnut 
and Twentieth streets,and passengers leaving 
on suburban trains may enter here or at the 
main entrance. 

*‘Asisaid before the depot will be com- 
pleted and in use within two years from the 
time the city grants us the right of way, as we 
expect to break ground the day after the bill 
is signed by the Mayor, and intend to 

ash the work as fast as we can. The 
argestdepot in the world at present is the 
Union Depot at Frankfort-on-tbe-Main, but 
our depot willbea much larger one than the 
Frankfort depot. That, I believe, accommo- 
dates the trains of only six railroads, while 
the trains of eighteen roads will arrive 
and depart from the 6t, Louis depot. 
Twelve of our thirty-four tracks will 
be for suburban travel and will 
run only to Walnut street, the other 22 ex- 
tending to within 60 feet of. the Market street 
building. When the Twenty-first street 
bridge over Mili Creek Valley is finished, the 
Walnut street entrance will be easy of access 
from the Southern as well as from tke Nor- 
therm portion ofthe city.’’ 

MERCHANTS’ BRIDGE PEOPLE GLAD. 

No, we are not gNeving very much over 
the site selected forthe new Union Depot,’’ 
said Maj.C. C. Rainwater, President of the 
Merchants’ Bridge & Terminal Rallway Asso- 
ciation, this morning. *‘On the contrary, we 
are rejoicing, as the location will be much 
better for us than the present one will be. ‘To 
enter the present Union Depot we shall have 
to switch our trains baek on a T. while if 
the depot is located at Kighteenth street we 
can run directly into it as the trainsof other 
roads do. No, we shall not have to bulld an- 
other foot of roadway or lay another foot of 
track on account of the removal 
of the Union Depot Eighteenth 
street, for we shall then connect 
with the Union Depot tracks of the Terminal 
Railroad Association ef St. Louis just where 
we expect to connect with them this winter, 
namely, just east of Twelfth street, or almost 
under the Twelfti-street Bridge. We will run 
our trains onto the Union Depot Co.’s tracks 
at that point and will use their tracks the rest 
of the way. This is the best point to make 
the connection from the fact that there are 
fewer tracks to cross here than further west, 
for you knowthe track system spreads out 
like a fan just pees of the Tweifth-street 
Bridge and the Missouri! Pacific yards extend 
to the western part of the city, se that we 
would have more troubie crossing that 
company’s tracks at any point west 
of the Twelfth street bridge than east of the 
bridge. 

WILL SOON BE RUNNING TRAINS. 

When do we expect to commence running 
trains into the Union Depot? Why just as 
soon as the commission appointed by the St. 
Charles Court makes its report to the Court. 
The commission is sow taking testimony ag to 
damages, etc., and will be ready to report, I 
think, in three or four weeks. We can go 
right to work making our connections then, 
and will not have to wait for the final decision 
ofthe case in the event that an appeal is 
taken. The Missouri Pacifie Co. cannet possi- 
bly keep us out of the Union Depot much 
longer. We first crogs two tracks of the 
Frisco Road and then four of the Missouri 
Pacific Roud before making the 
vonnection with the Termina! Railroad 
company’s tracks. We are forced to cross 
these tracks on a level, as an elevated road 
here would be entirely impracticable. The 
elevated portion of our road is nearly finished 
and will be entirely so within thirty or forty 
days, and if the commission submits its re- 
port by that time, we will have trains run 
ning into the Union Depot before the end of 
January. There will de no trouble about 
making freight connections, as that matter is 
practically settled already. We will connect 
with the Frisco road where we cross that com- 
pany’s tracks just west of Eleventh street 
and connect with the Misscur! Pacific tracks a 
few yards further west. Our depot and 
freight yard property has all been purchased, 
and covers a good deal of ground, in fact, 
about everything north of Gratiot from Sev- 
euth te Twelfth street and a big strip of 
ground south of Gratiot street to Chouteau 
avenue. N

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The Police Department Surprised With Pay 
Checks They Cannot Cash, 


There is astrong and vigerous kick being 
made in the Peliee Department of this city to- 
day because the city banks are turning away 
scores of policemen who presented their pay 
checks at the receiving tellers’ windows. A 
rumor was afloat on the street to-day that a 
policeman presented a forged check at. the 
Laciede Bank and caused some excitement 
around the bank. On running the rumor down 
it was learned that there had been 


an inspection of the Police Department this 
morning, and to the surprise of the guardl- 
dians of the peace they were each ented 
with a check for their monthly salaries, which 
were not due until I2o0’clock to-night. City 
Treasurer Michael Foerstel meving eepoveres 
that the end of thie month fell on Sunday, had 
the 700 checks for the Police Department, ag- 
grogating about $60,000, made out eariy th 
week, and called an inspection for this mora- 
ing. Itis hardly necessary to state thata 
polieeman’s „ is not paid in 
advance, but, om the contrary, is aid 
only when his full month ie up and for that 
reason checks are dated and payableon the 
first day of the next month. The 700 attaches 
ofthe Police Departmentor at leasta large 
majority of them did not notice that the 
checks given them to-day 
dated Dee. „ and could not, be 
cashed until Monday at the banks. Police- 
men, as a rule, are not so situated financially 
that they can allow a check for $83.33 to re- 
maln in their pockets many days, a3 Was 
shown’ this morning in less than one bour 
after the checks were issued, when the banks 
were ornamented with files of biue coats and 
brass buttons. Thechecks were thrown out 
by the tellers and the officers marched sadly 
away.

A NOTED LAWSUIT. 


The Claim ef Sarah Lee Perter Against 


the City of Dubudue. 


DUBUQUE, Io., Nov. 29.—A noted case has 
just been decided by Judge Ney of the District 
Court. In 188 the city of Dubuque issued 
bonds to pay for the square on which the City 
Hall stands. Sarah Lee Porter of New York 
bought seme ot them. When the bonds ma- 
tured ip 1866 the city refused to pay them on 
the ground that they had been issued in ex- 
cess ofthe constitutional limit of indebted- 


ness. The case was carried to the Su- 
preme ‘Court of the United States, which 
guve judgment for  piaintifi for over 
38,000. The City Council refusin to 
levy a special assessment to pay this Ja 
ment the members of the council were sued 
individually. After considerable trouble the 
council settied with Mrs. Porter. In 1870 she 
died, and the administrator of her estate 
brought suit to revive the judgment, no rec- 
ord of settlement ofwh'ch appeared here. 
Judge Poor of Dubuque then intervened, 
claiming an attorney's lien on the judgment 
amounting, with interest, to $6,000. After a 
prolonged fight the case was taken under ad- 
visement by Judge Ney, who has now decided 
in favor of the city on every point, The case 
involved altogether nearly 226,000,

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THR REFEREE RECOMMENDS THE GRANT- 
‘ING OF THE BRIDGEWATER CHARTER, 


The Repert Will Be Contested by Kirkwoed | 
and a Decision Rendered on Meonday— 
Now Obstacle Raised by the Town Board 
—Bridgewater Scheel Trustees te Meet. 


At 10 o’clook this morning the County Court 
House at Clayton witnessed the final gather- 
ing of the clans in the struggié ot the people 
of Kirkwood to prevent the establishment of 
the Bridgewater Manual Training School for 
negro children upon one of the prettiest and 
most conspicuous pieces of Webster avenue 
property in that attractive residence suburb 
of St. Louis. 

The reason for the gathering was the ex- 
pected report of Referee MclIihenny upon the 
testimony taken in the case of the Kirkwood 
demurrer against the granting of the charter 
asked for by the Bridgewater corporation, 
upon which report Judge Edwards 
was to render his decision. | 
testimony taken Referee 
Meltheney consisted of the statements of rop- 
resentative Kirkwood people as to the proba- 
bility of failure of such a school, owing to 
unfavorable conditions existing in the town 
which would surely militate against the suc- 
cessful workings of a manual training school 
requiring the use of steam, a proper supply of 
water, Ste., and in the statements of the in- 
corporators of the school as to their ability 


and determination tocarry the project through 
to a successful termination, 
AT THE COUNTY COURT HOUSE. 
Judge George J. Davis of 8t. Louls, who 
has acted througheut as counsel for the col- 
ored incorporators of the Bridgewater School, 
went out to Ciayton this morning to be pres- 
ent at the referee’s report and the read- 
ing of the judicial opinion upon the 
application for a charter. The Kirk- 
wood people were represented by 
Judge C. A. LDeFrance, who has conducted the 
examination of witnesses for that side, assist- 
ed atthe St, Louis hearing by Judge Chester 
H. Krum and Attorney Edwards. The refer- 
ee’s report was listened to with the closest 
attention. It was avery concise review ot the 
testimony taken lu the case, and as had been 
expected, even by the Kirkwood protestants, 


argument for refusing to grant tbe Bridge- 
water charter. ' 
THE REFERE®S’S REPORT. 

The referee stated, however, that the testi- 
mony had shown that there were good reasons 
why a manual training school should not sue- 
ceed in Kirkwood, the principal one being tho 
scarcity of water, which would de needed in 
an enterprise demanding the 1 ot 
steam power. He also dwelt unfavorably 
upon the fact thatthe president of the pro- 
posed negro manual training school, Henry 
Bridgewater, was the proprietor of negro 
saloons in St. Louis, but following out 
this train of investigation the report stated 
further that the other trustees of the Bridge- 
water company were among the most reputa- 
ble white and colored men of St. Louis, and 
that the treasurer of the company, Mr. August 
Gehner, was a gentieman of undoubted in- 
tegrity and honor. The report stated that in- 
vestization had failed to disclose any effort 
baving ever been made by the projectors of the 
enterprise to dispose of the seminary prop- 
erty, either to Kirkwood or St. Louis 
people, and that there was no evidence 
that the property had been purchased 
as aspeculation, or for other purposes than 
that of a location for a school such as was ae- 
scribed in the charter of the Bridgewater Co. 
The report closed by stating that the referte 
could see no reason why the charter asked for 
by the Bridgewater Co. should not be granted. 

THB REPORT TO BE CONTESTED. 

At the Edwards

John Schmidt, the Salcon Keeper. Who Was 
Shot. Last Saturday Evening Witheut 
Provocation, Dies Te-Day—A Warrant 
for Seduction — Crimival Preceedings 
Against the Defaulting Cashier of the 
„Evening Tribune.” 


Thies morning John Schmidt died at his 


| bome, 400 Kast Davis street, in Oarondelet, 


from the efiects of a bullet wound in the 
abdomen. Luke O0“ Reilly is now confined in 
the eity jail on a warrant charging him with 
assanit with intent to kill. This charge will 
now be changed to murder. 

Schmidt was injured on last Saturday even- 
ing. His death was that of a hero, as he lost 
his life in saving that of his father. Joseph 
Schmidt is a saloon-keeper at 400 East Davis 
street. He has been in that business for sev- 
eral years, yet stands high among bis associ- 
ates as a man of honesty and good principle, 
conscientious and law-abiding citizen. About 
5 ;30 o’ clock in the afternoon it appears that 
Luke o’Reilly entered Mr. Schmidt’s. place 
and asked for a pitcher of beer. O'Reilly 
lived at 904 St. Charles street, but had been at 
Fish Lake, lilinole, and was on his way home. 
Near the saloon he meta friend named Mrs. 
Delaney and went with the woman’s little 
daughter for some liquor. 

THE CAUSE OF THE TROUBLE. 

After securing the beer O'Reilly asked for 
credit. This was refused on the ground that 
the customer was a comparative stranger. 
Hot words were uttered by both men, but fin- 
ally O'Reilly drew a half dollar rpm his 


pocket and placed it on the dar. 
Schmidt refused the coin on the 
ground that it was a counterfeit. 


With an oath OQ” Reilly threw asiiver dollar 
into the old man’s face. Schmidt started tor- 
ward. Before be had taken more than two 
steps, O’Rellly drew a revolver from his hip 
pooket. Just as he fired point biank atthe 
elder Schmidt, 20-year-old John Schmidt 
baile in front of his parent and received the 

— a a right side. With a moan he sank to 


ne ensued a scene of wild confusion. 
O’ Reilly started toward the street, but was 
seized by bystanders and held, Capt. Schmidt 
ng perm | from his grasp the amo ing revolver 
and striking frantically at the man’s heed. A 
railroad man named Robert R. Laurie also 
struck O'Reilly, giving him a fearful blow in 
the face, which had the effect of putting a 
quietus on his struggles. 

WILL CLAIM IT WAS ACCIDENTAL. 

Police Officer Patrick Thornton then put in 
an appearance and placed the man under ar- 
rest — him in a cell at the First District 
Station. O'Rielly gave his age as 4 years 
and refusesto talk of the shooting saying 


only that he was intexicated at 
the time. Dr. Starkloff attended 
the injored man but was unable 


to extract the bullet. At no time has he con- 
sidered that the patient had any chance for 
recovery. O'Reilly says that he did not in- 
tend to shoot, and persists that the revolver 
was accidentally discharged.

LATE FOREIGN NEWS, 


The Hebrew Race in Kussia. 


Lonpor, Noy. 29.—According to a Berlin 
dispatch a printed circularapparently eman- 
ating from the Russian Government, altbeugh 
not signed by any respensiblie name, has been 
received there. The circular defends the 
course of the Russian authorities concerning 
Jewe and says the Czar is supported by the 
unanimous opinion of the Christian popula- 
tion of Russia in the measures regulating the 
Hebrews. It is asserted that the Jews have 
everywhere goaded the people to madness by 
usury; that they have carried extortion to an 
extreme, and that unless restrained they 
would soon be in possession of all the 
property in the places where they reside; that 
they avoid army service and thatthe wealthier 
among them compel their Christian servants 
to work on Sunday. Other charges are made 
against the Hebrew race of even a stronger 
nature lu regard to the treatment of Christian 
servants. The ciroular is being industriously 
distributed by anti-Semites in Vienna and 
Berlin. 


» French Interests ia Africa. 


Paris, Nov. 29.—The Journ ai Des Debats pub- 
lishes a letter from M. Mizon of the French 
commercial mission tothe Niger River. The 
letter states that the English Niger Co. has 
arranged treaties with the local chiefs and 
asserts the right to close the route tothe 
Lake Tchad to the traders of ail foreign na- 
tions, as well as to British competitors of the 
company. M. Mizon announces his intention 
of abandoning his explorationsin the direc- 
tion of Lake Tcbad. 


The Pitzele Case. 


VNN. Nov. 29.—The Austrian Government 
will de asked to make some redress in the 
case of an American citizen named Charles 
Pitzele, a native of Galicia, who was arrested 
while visiting that Provinee on a charge of 
baving evaded army service and released 
through the intervention of the American 
Minister after several days’ imprisonment. 
The case is being investigated.

Statistica show thatthe Republican vote in 
Italy at the recent election was 200,000 greater 
than any former election. 

The snowstorm in England is the severest 
since the (Crimean war. Sheep are dying by 
thousands, it belng impossible to give them 
food and shelter.

MR. KOENIG’S SCHEME, | 


AE SUGGESTS HOW A FIN® HIGH SCHOOL 
CAN BE BUILT. 


A Financial Proposition Which Is Believed 
to Be a Good One for the Scheel Board 
te Adept—A New Building a Necessity— 
The Bailding Committee’s Meeting. 


The proposition to build the new High 
School will come before the board at the next 
meeting in the form of a resolution to instruct 
the Buliding Committee to report plans. The 
committee willno doubt modify the present 
plans according to the idea which bas pre- 
vailed concerning them,and report them with 
a view to obtaining an expression of opinion 
onthem. Theorder of procedure then will 
be for the Committee of Ways 
and Means to make the appropri- 
ation of $50,000 which was set aside 
last July available and then to report in favor 
of discounting the $100,000 note of Mr. Brook- 
ings on the Polytechnic building, which will 
make $150,000 available for immediate use. 

THE ORIGINAL PLANS. 

The original High School pians contem- 
piated an enormous main building, centain- 
ing a $25,000 audience hall, and an immense 
and costly rear building. The cost of this 
building was to have been $350,000 or $400,000, 
and it has always been be- 
lieved that the plaus were loaded 
with unnecessarily heavy expenditures 
in order to kill the project. The High School 
then had some stanch friends who ferced the 
scheme that far, but its enemies succeeded in 
baving plans prepared which entailed such a 
heavy expenditure that even the High 
School’s friends could not vote te put up that 
building. Architechs have been consulted 
and they have all agreed that the main 
building, minus the auditorium, can 


be built and the feundation of the rear bulild- 
ing boarded over aud left standing. It has 
even been suggested that the basement could 
be cemented and a good roef put over the 
foundation walls, so as to make a lunch-room 
for rainy weather. The present friends of the 
High School are confident that this is a prac- 
tical scheme and this isthe one they propose 
to carry out. If the plan is so modi- 
fied the $60,000 already available and 
the $100,000 secured from the sale of 
the Polytechnic will be almost enough to 
complete the bailding. That would enable 
the board to dispose of the Central High and 
Branch High, which is Inthe Kads building, 
and from the sale of these two pieces of prop- 
erty they would realize about $150,000 more. 
The Sumner High could then be transferred 
to the Foster buliding, and the Sumner High 
School building could be sold for $60,000 or 
$65 , 000 No better financial scheme 
ever been suegested to the 
board than this one, which was 
worked out by Mr. Wm. Koenig, an ex-mem- 
ber of the board. Such an excellent pian of 
course meets with general approval, and no 
doubt the board wili not hesitate to put it into 
immediate operation, because no one appre- 
clates more than the members the urgent need 
for a High School bullding. 
PRESENT ACCOMMODATIONS INADEQUATE. 

The present one now contains 150 more pu- 
piles than it was intended to bold, and the 
scholars who leave the district schools after 
June, 1291, whl be deprived of a high school 
course, because there will net be room in the 
building for them. The construction of the 
building is horrible, and young iris at a se- 
rious age are cowpelled to waik up and down 
three flights of stairs five times a day. Classes 
are required to regite in the laboratory, 
breathing during the hours of recitation tue 
fumes of chemicals, and worse than all, the 
stairs are uneafe and go badly conducted 
that if a should occur and 
a panic follow the resulte would 
be horrible. The @irectors are familiar with 
these facts, and they know thatif such a 
catastrophe should follow they would have to 
bear a heavy burden of responsibility. They 
therefore have many reasons for adopting 
Mr. Koenla's scheme atonce, and putting it 
through without delay, and not the least of 
these reasons is that the lack of accemmoda- 
tion binders the proper training of the pupils 
and tends to prevent the accomplishment of 
the very object of the institution.

THE FINANCIAL STATUS. 


HEAVY DEMANDS FORK LOANS MADE ON 8ST. 
LOUIS BANKERS. 


The Unexampled Increase in the Business of 
the Oity Preduces a Menetary Strigency— 
Foreign Companies Canunet Ubtaim Ac- 
ccmmodations —Anxiety Among Wheat 
Dealers in Kegard to the Situation. 


HE financial situa- 
tion in this city prom- 
ises to be subjected to 
no inconsid era dle 
‘strain within a few 
days, and the bankers 
are preparing to meet 
it. The causes are 
entirely different 
from those that led to 
the shortage of money 
in New York, and not 
only do not signify 
that the St. Louis 
money market is in 
difficulties, but are an 
indication of the 
direct contrary. The 
demands made by the 
merchants asd manu- 
facturers upon the banks are estimated at be- 
tween 60 and 8 percent in excess of those of 
former years. Nearly all branches of qusiness 
are extending their operations, more money 
than ever before is being used, and the calls 
fer loans are far greater than had been antici- 
pated. 


CAUSE OF THE STRINGENCY, 
The cause of this is primarily the growth of 
the territory tributary to 88. Louls. 
Wholesale merchants and manufactur- 
ers report that their sales 
are far in excess of those of last year, which 
were larger than those of the year before, 
The change in the style of goods purchased 
has been even mere marked than the amount. 
A better class of goods la being ordered, and 
places which formerly obtained their supplies 
from other cities are now resorting to St. 
Louls. The consequence of this is that the 
calls upen bankers are heavier than they 
have ever been before, and that they have 
been compelled to reefuge to renew a number 
of loans. As un instance mar 
be mentioned the case of the 
Hutchinson - Holmes syndicate, that 
purchased the St. Leuie Street Railway and

LONGS ANXIOUS. 

In financial circlesthis condition of affairs 
is not regarded as in the least panicky, but on 
the contrary very encouraging and indica- 
tive of a phenemena!l increase in the business 
of the city. The banking capital that nas 
hitherto proved ample is barely adequate te 
meet the demands ofa commerce ae 
with most unexpected rapidity. This condi 
tion of afiairs has caused those 
who are long in wheat no little 
anxiety. On the ist of December an 
immense number of contracts will have to 
be closed, anda great amount ot wheat 
vided for. There are now in the city about 
two anda half million bushels of wheat; not 
more than half a mililien bushels will, it is 
estimated, be taken by the millers, leaving 
2,000,000 bushels in the hands of receivers. 
The difference between May and December 
wheat is not more than 8 cents, an amount in- 
sufficient to justify the elevators in carrying 
the great stock on hand. The lowest rate at 
which this can be done is 9 cents, and falling 
this the buyers of December wheat are likely 
to be called upon to pay for this amount on 
Monday next. 

AN UNEXAMPLED DEMAND. 

To do this will require a very large sum of 
money, and whereto obtain itis a problem 
which is puzzling many. The banks to which 
the longs have been in the habit of resortiag 
have use for all their money, and are notin a 
osition to make the customary loans. Unless 
he debtors can be induced to carry the steck 
of wheat many longs will not know when to 
turn, and a number stand an excellent chance 
of being severely squeezed. Brokers repert 
that business with them is com- 
paratively dull owing to the difficulty 
experienced by their customers in borrowing 
money for speculative purpeses. Money can- 
not readily be retained from the East, as the 
bankers there are seeking to increase their 
reserves and are druwing in their loans from 
all quarters.

An extensive feeder 
says it takes fully a third more corn per bead and 
that then the cattle take on flesh very por The 
only hope for feeders, and in fact the only thing that 
keeps the business golug, is the prospect for good 
Prices in the spin 

The Cincinuath Price Current says: Weather 
conditions have been favorable temperature mild in 
this latitude, becoming somewhat colder toward the 
close. Corn harvesting has the amp u der more 
than ordinarily favorable 7 ons as a rule nearly 
all the autumn and the dryiag process has been 
such as to lessen the talk about the relative propor: 
tion of soft corn. The interior demand for this 
grain has been such as to maintain pricesand en- 
courage holders where there isa surplus. The out- 
look forthe growing wheat cropis maintained in 
very premising form, there being less of interfer- 
ing influences than ordinarily. 

Beerbohm says of the sitvationin wheat: The 
present feeling inthe trade its deeidediy quieter. 
maiuly owing to the decline in America, where 
Stock Exchange influences are very powerful. With 
regard to the immediate ture, one thing is 
quite clear, viz.. that for several weeks to come 
the supplies will be below the requirements, and 
a gradual drawing upon stecks is pretty cer- 
tain.
